There is something starkly pa- 


thchc about Great Britain's elec- 
tion. Winston Churchill appears to 


/ $.»«ve overthrown the Socialist La- 


bor government — but the result 
is a national problem rather than 
a Conservative party triumph. 


We in the United States, whether 


labor or management, recognize 
that better wages and profits and 
a higher standard of living must 
be dug out of increased produc- 
tion. British labor has refused to 
face this fact — instead, it has 
clung to the academic Socialist 
^ theory that all you have to do to 


assure everyone a good living is- 
simply to divide up the production 
(or wealth) which the nation al- 
ready has. 


But Britain, after all the post- 


•var years of Labor party man- 
agement, has discovered in a bitter 
hour that it is easier to redistrib- 
ute poverty than to redistribute 
wealth. There isn't enough, present 
production in any country on earth

to afford all its people What they 


X 'iwant — least of all in England, 


which has been impoverished by 
two wars and the loss of some of 
her richest lands overseas.

ed this, I say, but not the British 
Labor party.

Is Abandoned 
by Shanhouse 


Rockford, 111., Oct. 26—U was an- 


nounced today by Leonard Shan- 
house, president, after a meeting of 
the board of directors ot W. Shan- 
house Sons., Inc., that due to high 
production costs, a dwindling laboi 
supply, and a growingly more crit- 
ical labor market, the 55-year-old 
Rockford outerwear clothing firm 
is discontinuing its manufacturing 
operation in Rockford. The execut- 
ive, general, and sales office will, 
however, remain here. 


Mr. Shanhouse announced that 


this discontinuance will occur at 
the completion of work currently in 
production. He further staled, "This 
has been a hard decision to make. 
We appreciate the loyalty of our 
employees and 
would not 
have 


made this decision if there was any 
other 
economic 
alternative. 
We 


have been fighting such a decision 
for a number of years because of 
sentimental reasons, but now the 
economics of the situation make 
this painful decision imperative." 


In recognition of the loyalty and 


co-operation of its employees, the 
company indicated its intention to 
pay severance pay and other bene- 
fits to its employees. W. Shanhouse 
Sons, Inc., was founded by William 
Shanhouse in Chicago in 1896 with 
six employees. In 1900 the plant was 
moved to Rockford and occupied 
space at South Church and Chest- 
nut Streets. As business increased 
the firm built its own plant at South 
Main and Kent Streets in 1916, man- 
ufacturing mainly work clothes. 
Business continued to increase and 
in 1940 W. Shanhouse Sons, Inc., 
moved to its present location at 191G 
Eleventh Street. 


The early years of World War II 


showed further expanded sales and 
employment reached a peak of COO. 
The peak dwindled to its present 
Rockford force of 80 due to the vast 
growth of the metal working indus- 
try in Rockford; and due to the 
critical labor situation that corres- 
pondingly arose therefore, to meet 
its production needs, ihc company 
acquired two now plants; one in 
1946 in Hope, Ark., and the other 
more recently at Magnolia, Ark., 


In recent years as much as !?5% 


of the company's production has of 
necessity been produced in these 
Southern plants.

SPG Land Still 
Restricted; U.S. 
Agencies Banned 


In a letter to Ed Thrash, chair- 


man 
of the Hope C. of C. Agricul- 


tural Committee, Congressman Or- 
en Harris explained the government 
still classifies restrictions on farms 
in the old Proving Ground. 


Farmers of the area sought to 


have the restriction lifted in order 
to reap benefits of services offered 
by government agencies. Mr. Har- 
ris' letter, which follows, explains 
why the government will continue 
to ban agency personnel from the 
area. 
Mr. Ed Thrash, Chairman

Chamber of Commrce 
Hope, Arkansas 
Dear Mr. Thrash: 


This will refer again to letter 


from you as Chairman of the Agri- 
cultural Committee and Mr. Ray 
Lawrence, Manager of the Hope 
Chamber of Commerce, with refer- 
ence to the difficulties encountered 
in the old Southwestern Proving 
Ground area. 


From my letters lo the agencies 


involved which provide the various 
services in the area, 1 have replies 
from both the county offices locat- 
ed there and a joint "letter from the 
State Soil Conservation office and 
the Arkansas State PMA Office, 
These arc the two services most 
concerned with the problem. 


As to allotments for cotton quotas 


of the county, I am assured that all 
crop land in the entire area of the 
old Southwestern Proving Ground 
will bo counted in the total acreage 
planted within the county and al- 
lotment made. You may advise the 
farmers of Hempstead County that 
no distinction will be made with 
respect to the farms in the Prov- 
ing Ground area 
and all 
other 


farms in the County. 


You may recall efforts that I 


made last year in helping lo bring 
about an amendment to the Cotton 
Allotment and Quota Act which in 
some measure adjusted inequities 
and provided for acreages within 
the Proving Ground area. With re- 
gard to this problem it might be 
of interest to the farmers in the 
county to know that I proposed an 
amendment to the Agricultural Ap- 
propriation Act this year, which 
was adopted, to provide for meas- 
urement of cotton acreage this year 
even though we have no quotas. 
This is in an effort to make a re- 
cord and to avoid in the future 
should we have cotton quota, the 
same 
difficulties 
and 
inequities 


which the farmers had last year. 
An announcement to carry out this 
directive of the Congress by my 
Amendment, is to be made in a 
few days. 


With reference to the more diffi- 


cult problem of providing services 
by the agencies in parts of 
the 


Southwest Proving Ground area, 
serious questions have brought a 
joint reply from the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service and the Production and 
Marketing Administration. 


At the time this properly was 


made available for production pur- 
poses, it was classified into three 
general types by the Army Engin- 
eers, as follows: 


1. Land retained under Govern- 


ment ownership that is fenced and 
on which no one is allowed to tres- 
pass because of the very great dan- 
ger. 


2. Land transferred to individuals 


for surface use only. Such land has 
been partially cleared of unexplod- 
ed shells, etc. so that it may be 
safely used for the purpose speci- 
fied in the transfer. 


3. Land transferred to individuals 


for any use desired. This land has 
been completely cleared of unex- 
ploded shells and consequently is 
not dangerous for any purpose. 


In transferring the land, I under- 


stand the deeds specified the Fed- 
eral Government would not be re- 
sponsible for any damage result- 
ing from explosions. The responsi- 
bility was assumed by the owner. 
The lands on which no restrictions 
were placed on the use are being 
and will continue to be served by 
both the Production and Marketing 
Administration and the Soil Con- 
servation Service in assisting far- 
mers fully in carrying out practices
